foredoomed to end in a 
disaster of vast dimen- 
sions, 

Israel has always been 
quite open in its disap- 
proval on principle of any 
form of -discrimination on 
the grounds of race, reli- 
gion, colour or creed; the 
whole fabric of our natio- 
nal existence depends on 
the fullest expression of 
equality and the most pro- 
found belief in the aboli- 
tien of irrational distinc- 
tions between men. There 
was never the slightest in- 
dication to South Africa 
that Israel would express 
its appreciation of South 
African friendship and 
help by denying its basic 
principles; nobody could 
make so cynical a sugges- 
tion in earnest, | 

The record of South 
Africa's: withdrawal. from 
the British Commonwealth 
is another example of how 
to lose friends and alienate 
peopie: when the Common- 
wealth Conference began, 
not even Nkrumah was in- 
sistent on South Africa’s 
expulsion, but South Afri- 
cas intransigence forced 
men like Mr. Diefenbaker 
to take up ever more criti- 
cal attitudes and negated 
Mr. Macmillan’s efforts to 
negotiate a peaceful for- 
mula. In the end Dr. Ver- 
woerd stepped out of the 
Commonwealth of his own 
accord. 

Even such a pro-Nationalist 
Government newspaper as 
“Die Burger” has commented 
that the apartheid policy has 
made South Africa “the pole- 
cat of the world.” To analyse 
a voie of 61 to 1 and to deduce 
that the voters are proving 
themselves “ungrateful” and 
“unfriendly” is to ignore the 
real meaning ‘of such a vote. 
Obviously, the proper infer- 
ence is that the whole world 
cannot be out of step. Israel's 
policy is certainly inimical to 
apartheid, but history may 
show that this view is held 
by all those wishing to see 
peace and prosperity in South 
Africa. 

Critics have objected to the 
vote on the grounds that it was 
an infringement of free speech. 
This.is to concentrate.on the 
form of the debate and to 
ignore the substance. Obvious- 
ly. such a vote reflected the 
general climate of opinion at 
the United Nations; the World 
Assembly was expressing yet 
again its rejection of apart- 
theid. Israel was well 
‘within her rights in siding 
with the Afro-Asian nations 
as well as other nations from 
all parts of the world to as- 
sert a cherished principle. 

The reaction of the S.A. 
Jewish Board of Deputies was 
a curious one. In response to 
Mr. Leouw's implied request 
that the South African Jews 
should support hig policy and 
should condemn the 
Board, the official spokesman 
of the Jewish‘ community, has 
taken its stand simply on the 
question of freedom of h 
at the United Nations. If it is 
the business of organized
